The Porterfield and the Terrace 
cases involved attempts of aliens 


to lease land, the Frick case the 


right of aliens to own stock in 
land-owning corporations and the 
O’Brien case a cropping contract 
with an alien. 

The States won in all cases in 


the lower Federal courts except 
that brought ty O'Brien. 

While Chinese exclusion and 
Hindu restriction lawae had been 


enac'ed by Congress it was up to 
the States themselves. the States 
contended, to enact laws which 
would: prevent Japanese coloniza- 
tiou for agricultural and other 
purposes. 

The constitutionality of the alien 
land laws, whicl, would forfeit to

who owned land of their rights 
without due process cf law, and 
by limiting their right of sale or 
lease deprived them of the use 
of the preperty in violation of the 
Federal Constitution. 

SHOW DISCRIMINATION 

It was further urged that such 
lawe also deprived the Japanese 
of equal protection guaranteed by 
the Federal Conatitution and took 
away their right to pursue a law- 
ful occupation. Such discrimina-

opinion of those who assailed the 
alien land laws, a _ violation of 
rights guaranteed in the treaty be- 
tween the United States and Japan. 

Had the States merely provided 
that only citizens of the United 
States could own land within their 
borders the law would not have 
been objectionable, it was urged in 
behalf of the Japanese, but they 
did seriously object to the discrim- 
ination which, they claimed, had 
been aimed against them when the 
law which excluced them from 
owning or leasing land permitted 
eertain other aliens to enjoy those 


privileges. 
Thoge bringing the appeals, 
without wanting to “belittle the 


men «f other races or nationali- 
ties,”” declared that certain nation- 
als which they named, who can 
own or lease land in California, 
are not as desirable as “the indus- 
trious, enterprising and intelligent 
Japanese,” who have converted 
“burning deserts’ into “smiling 
oases” and “regions infested with 
malaria” into “marvels of fertility,” 
The objectionable legislation was 
aimed, it was asserted, to benefit 
aliens coming from forty nationa, 
while antagonistic to the interests 
of thore coming from ten.

PUZZLE SOLVED 


Crops Could Make Country 
Self-Supporting 


Junkers, However, Refuse 
to Accept Paper 


Food Riots ied Starvation. 
Burden Result

} masses with surplus American 
grain. 


RECORD POST-WAR CROPS 


The most gensationa! truth about 
the German food situation is con- 
tained in statistics which Ameri- 
can representatives have gathered 
for the Department of Agriculture. 
|The Tribune Berlin correspondent 
|} has had an opportunity to see these 
|detailed statistics. They prove 
conclusively that the German crops 
| are higher this year than any year 
;since the war. Close to 14,000,000 
| Metric tons of grains have been 
| harvested and are now safe in the 
barns and granaries of the big 
land-owners, the junkers, the peas- 
ants and the food hoarders. Rep- 
resentatives of Washington offices 
are responsible for the statement 
that the German bumper crops 
this year make Germany self-sup- 
porting for the first time in mod- 
ern history. In fact, Germany 
could export a slight surplus of 
grains and potatoes. 

If American government figures, 
therefore, are accepted as true it 
| follows naturally that considerable 
suspicion should attach to the loud 
German cry of starvation. Is it 
the usual German propaganda? 

The answer to this qvestion, 
based partly on offielal reports and 
partly on years of observation, is 
that it ie not propaganda. There is 
some starvation in Germany; 
there is great hunger; there is tre- 
mendous undernourishment. 


NO ©O-OPERATION 

In Germany, unlike almost any 
other country, those who have do 
ot caie for those *who haven't. 
|The rich land-owners, the Monar- 
| chist junkers, the landed peasants 
who have reaped this great har- 
yest refuse to gell at any paper- 
mark price. They are waging war 
on the industrial masses. Secondly, 
such great industrial groups as the 
Stinnes group, the Krupps, the 
Thyssens, the employers of hun- 
dreds of thousands, the hoarders of 


American dollars and British 
pounds in thousands of banks 
abroad, all these elements who 


have prospered on Germany's dis- 
tress have not done anything for 
their own people. 

Even in Bolshevik Russia the 
soviets organized and are still con- 
ducting relief work. But in Ger- 
many, Stinnes and the other tre- 
mendously powerful groups are 
frantically organizing, planning, 
bullding, buying and selling and 
have absolutely no shame when the 
poor and distressed ca)! on foreign 
countries to send bread. Subscrip- 
tion lists of the Berliner Tageblatt 
and other big newspapers show 
only a few paitry marks subscribed 
by the wealthy German classes— 
those classes who cannot plead 
hardships on account of the deval- 
uation of the German mark be- 
cause they have succeeded in ship- 
ping their wedlth abroad. 


HIGH WAGES EXPLAINED 

In defense of Stinnes and other 
leading industrialists of the same 
kind it has been said that they 
pay their workingmen higher wages 
than the trades unions have de- 
manded, that the Stinnes and oth- 
er workingmen of the big indus- 
trialists bave not gone on strike, 
apd that they are satisfied. 

The fact is that this group of 
industrialist# have paid high wages 
—but at the expense of the German 
government and the value of the 
mark. 

The scheme has been quite sim- 
ple. The industrialists have drawn 
on (he Reichsbank for their pay 
roll, Théy paid in paper marks 
which they owed the bank. They 
sold abroad in dollars, pounds, 
+kronen, guilden, any kind of good 
money. They repaid the RKeichs- 
bank's credita, say, three months 
later. The cheaper marks they re- 
turned, including a bank interest 
up to 90 per cent, was only a frac- 
tion of the real worth of the mon- 
ey they borrowed, because in any 
three months elapsed the mark de- 
valuation has been enormous, Thus 
a fistful of dollars paid for hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollar”

The idea has 
been proposed to Chancellor Strese- 
mann, but to date it seems tmpos- 
sible for the German government 
to use dictatorial measures against 
the junkers as it uses against the 
city dwellers. The junkers are too 
powerful. They control the Peo- 
ple’s party and the Nationalist par- 
ty largely. They are all reaction- 
ary Monarchists. On their estates 
are hidden what few cannon and 
machine guns and amfnunition the 
inter-Allied comm iasions have 
failed to find. The junkers support 
all the reactionary movements. 
They backed the Kapp putsch, they 
back the Ehrhardt and Rossbach, 
the Stahthelm and other irregular 
Monarchist organizations now. In 
Bavaria they are nearly all-power- 
ful. . 

American food relief, .therefore. 
would be a great charity and would 
incidentally break the peasants’ 
and junkers back. But it would 
be absolutely unnecessary if the 
German government found ways of 
distributing the greatest and all- 
sufficient German harvest.

With but one or) 
two exceptions those who sup- 
ported the reservations voted for 
ratification. You fearlessly as- 
sumed the responsibility for its re- 
mn. I fear, ther that 
your attempt to indict the Ameri- 
can people will be construed as 
self-imposed refiection for having 
caused the attitude you now as- 
sign as cowardice and dishonor, 
notwithstanding the fact that our 
refusal” to participate in the 
quarrels of Europe is and has been 
most hearfily approved by a large 
majority of our people.

Leading Producers Discuss 
the Present Situation 


United Verde Chief Denies 
Curtailment Talk

Editor “Arizona Mining Journal” 
| During the past week there has 
been a stiffening of the price of 
copper, which fell to below 12% 
cents, but recovered. There seems 
to be a sit-tight-and-wait policy 


among the producers and a great 
difference of opinion as to what 
the immediate future will bring 
forth with many solutions offered. 

Roger Babson, the well-known 
statistician, said: 

“Apparent domestic consump- 
tion since the low points of 1921 
has continued ‘n an interrupted 
rise. About 700,000,000 pounds 
were consumed by domestic manu- 
facturers during 1921; 1,100,000,- 
000 pounds during 1922, and an 
estimate for the present calendar 
year places the amount in excess 
of 1,400,000,000, a figure closely 
japproximating that of maximum 
war activity during 1919. 

“The export situation “is com- 
paratively good and improving. 
Export figures have risen steadilv 
from §04,000,000 for the fiscal 
year ending June, 1921, to an 
;amount that will probably exceed 
| 750,000,000 pounds for the present 
calendar yoar. This figure is in 
fexcess of any previous to 1512. 
fand closely approximates the 
|years immediately preceding the 
iwar. 

“All indications point to the fact 
that the stage is being set for a 
lorg-awaited buying movement. 
| Nearly every appreciable upward 
jturn tn prices has been directly 
preceded by an abrupt drop in

Walter Douglas, president of the 

Phelps Dodge Corporation, is not 
as optimistic in his sta ent: :

“It is true that the copper mar- 
ket is in a deplorable condition 
at this time and that it is impos- 
sible for anybody to make a ra- 
tional forecast of what may happen 
in the immediate future. There are 
sO Many factors in the problem, in- 
cluding the uncertain sit ation in 
Europe; that it is hard to hon any 
accurate judgment and nobody 
knows what the future may bring 
forth. Nothwithstanding this. you 
may say positively and without res- | 
ervations that the plan atthe 
United Verde is to continue produc- 
uon at the present rate at least 
and possibly to increase the output 
if conditions warrant.” 

Gordon R. Campbell, president 
of the board of directors of the 
Calumet and Arizona, stated in a re- 
cent interview that curtailment is 
inevitable. He stated: 

“Copper producers have realized 
this. for some time, but each is| 
waiting for the other fellow to 
make the first move, It is not:

The rapid increase in shipping at Los Angeles Harbor dur- 


ing the past two or three years has played an important part 


in the unusual growth in population, industry and trade which 
has been going on here. The oil industry alone has profited im- 
mensely by the proximity of the new oil fields to a deep-sea 


harbor where oil tankers can be conveniently loaded. The large 


amount of building which has taken place has been assisted 
by the ability to bring in lumber and other building materials 


by sea. The decreasing cost of water transportation has 


enabled the development of intercoastal freight service from 


New York and other east coast ports which has materially cut 


the cost of shipping merchandise to Los Angeles. 


With such a rapid increase 


in shippifig tonnage at Los An- 


geles Harbor it is natural to inquire how this affects foreign 
trade. Only American vessels are dermitted by law to engage 
in coastwise trade. When foreign ships appear in port it is 
therefore a sign that foreign shipments are being made. Last 


month twenty-nine British ships put in at Los Angeles Har- 


bor. Of this number several were oil tankers engaged to carry 
crude oil to Tampico for refining purposes. There were also a 
number of other oil tankers calling to take fuel oil to certain 
South American ports for oi] bunker stations. Now that so 


many ships are oil burners it is necessary to maintain oi] bunker 
supplies at shippffig points in the same way that it is neces- 


sary to maintain coal bunker supplies.’

This citation 
is made as demonstration of the 
possibilities of an even larger in- 
vestors army in America from 
among the country’s more than 
190,000,000 population.

Fast War Craft Anchors at 
Harbor Preparatory to

The new light cruiser, U.8.8. 
Omaha, the pride of the Navy, ar- 
rived from San Francisco yesterday 
under command of Capt. D. C. 
Hanrahan, to join the battle feet, 
preparatory to its cruise to the 
Carfbbean Sea for winter maneu- 
vers. 

The Omaha and Seattle are the 
firet of a dozen light cruisers ‘on 
which the nation is pinning its faith. 
She was commissioned at Puget 
Seund this spring, and is on her 
second trip to this port. 

Almost large as a superdread- 
naught, she is much faster, clip- 
ping off at least thirty-five knots an 
hour with ease and able under 
pressure to do much better than 
that. She also has more horse- 
power than the superdreadnaughts, 
more even than the giant American 
liner Leviathan, and more than 
5000 Fords lined abreast. 

She is the nucleus of the light 
cruiser class comprising twelve such 
speedy scouts, and is the first of 
four assigned to the battle fleet 
to be’ stationed on the Pacific 
Coast. The other three are the 
Richmond, to be the divisional flag- 
ship, the Milwaukee and the Cin- 
cinnati, which will shortly be com- 
missioned and will join the battie 
fleet thie winter in the Caribbean 
and return to this part. Fach 
vessel carries a complement of 
about 900 men. 

The other three divisions of 
light cruisers will be known as 
one, composing the Birmingham, 
Chester and Salem: three, the

LONG BEACH, Nov. 12.—The 


story of the landirig of 1000 cases 


of bonded liquor on the shore near Sunset Beach Friday night, the 
seizing of 150 cases of the contraband cargo and the arrest of three 
alleged bootieggers, kept secret since the raid, became known here to- 


day. 

Authorities of Orange county, 
who conducted the raid, are now 
searching for three other mem- 
bers of the smuggling band who 
made good their escape in the 
darkness. 

Deputy Sheriff Arnold of Seal 
Beach, assisted by deputies from 
Santa Ana, figured in the raid 
three miles east of Seal Beach. Ac- 
cording to Arnold, landing of the 
thousand cases was made from a 
sixty-foot launch and a flat-bot- 
tomed scow. Two small boats 


were used by the gang to run the 
liquor ashore. 

Arnold, hearing of the activities 
of the gang, obtained a search 
warrant at Seal Beach and, with 
several deputies went to Sunset 
Beach to search two houses where 
it was said the liquor was being 
stored. Near the scene of the 
smuggling operations the deputies 
met three automobiles, all loaded 
with bonded liquor. The cars and 
the liquor, the last of the thousand- 
case cargo, were seized and the 
drivers arrested. A search of the 


beach town failed to locate addi- 
tional stocks, It was said.

It is as one of 
you, for the health of our mna- 
tion, for its ideals, for humanity's 
welfare, as well as for the cessa- 
tion of war, I speak, This question 
which was so vital to so many four 
years ago will again come to the

Donald Macmillan, the Arctic 
explorer, tells a good telephone 
story in an article be contributes 
to the World's Work on “The Hu- 
morous Side of Arctic Hxplora- 
tion.”

NEAR PROPHECY 


IN SATIRE ON TELEPHONE 
SPRINGFIELD WRITER 
CAME CLOSE TO TRUTH 


Prophecy is usually suppased tc 
be a sol#mn occupation, and th 
Prophet a tall haggard man wit’ 
@ distant gaze and a long white 
beard. Ag a matter of fact, how- 
ever, the real prophet often has 
a flow of facetious humor through 
his pen and does his predictinr 
with a smile on his face. For in- 
stance, here is an editorial by th: 
famous Samuel Bowles, printed in 
his Springfleld Republican on Feb- 
ruary 15, 1877, just after Alexan- 
der Graham Bell had delivered his 
first lecture on the telephone at 
Salem, Maas. 

“Prof. Bell, the accomplished 
teacher of Visible Speech. has 
been experimenting, for a year or 
two, on a method of making speech 
audible through the telegraph, at 
a distance of many miles, and has 
had of late much success in this. 
On Monday night he placed one of 
his instruments in Salem and an- 
other in Boston and was able to 
transmit words and tones back and 
forth and even to send applause 
by telegraph. The instrument used 
is termed by him the ‘telephone’— 
transmission being by sound and 
not by writing, as in the common 
method. Important practical re- 
sults may come from this inven- 
tion, which Prof. Bell and his as- 
sociate, Mr. Watson, are perfect- 
ing for general use. But some 
of the possibilities of it are rather 
startling. A stump-speaker, by 
this method, could perhaps, be 
heard, on the same day in all the 
cities and villages of the United 
States, so that a half-dozen cam- 
paign speakers would be enough 
for the new Presidential election, 
in case neither Tilden nor Hayes 
ie declared President before the 
4th of March. Again, by an in- 
strument skillfully arranged, all 
the music of a prima donna could 
be distributed over the 
while she was singing thus popu- 
larizing good music to an extent 
as yet unknown. 
tan newspapers could employ per- 
sons to read their articles to sub- 
scribers in distant parts, so that 
the expense of printing and mail- 
ing copies would be no longer 
necessary.
